IS ON SIDE OF RIGHT

San Francisco Minister Grm Enthused
In Speaking of Conflict Now TaKing
Place In the Far East.

For more than thirty years, said Dr. .
Harrls, Russin had plotted against Ja-
pan, which, though patient for a length
of time, had grown worn out, and fail-
ing to effect any satisfactory relations
ad gone at last to war,

Dr. Harris said that he not oaly
deemed it a righteous war, but, more-
over, he advocated that the so-called
“bogie yellow peril” should recelve no
serfous consideration, for the war was
being prosecuted to preserve the na-
tional Intezrity of Japan and pot
through auny desire to array the East
against Europe.

In view of the provocation to Japan,
Dr. Harris declared that he himself
would like to shoulder the gein against
Russia.

Harris elicited loud and long-continued
applause,

New York, Feb, 26 —Arrivals fron
Port Arthur report before the Tuesday
attack, the Russinns received timely
warning from three torpedo boat des-
troyers which met the Jipanese fleet 20
miles outside, says a Herald dispaich
from Chefoo. 7

The Japanese fieet approached to
within elght miles of the entrance and
commienced the attack. The first to re-
taliate were the forts, followed by the
Petropaviovsk. the Novik, the Pallada
und the Askold, The engagement last-
od untll nearly daylight when the Jap-
npnese retired. Evidently they attempt-
ed_to destroy t{he arsenal. The forls
had five guns sllenced, The damage
{0 the town was seviouz. One shell
struck amid the anchorage of junks
blowing many o atoms=. The Newsky
worke and (he engine wera
struck three times. Several shells fell
just short of the arsenal, striknig the
mud wanll surrounding tt. but dolng no
damage.

Several guards were killed by burst-
mg shelis. Ciyilians took refuge n the
new part of Port Arthur. Five thous-
and men are working day and night
strengthening the defenses of the gar-
rison which is 30000 strong and well
provisioned. ‘Thee merchant stedmers
are still at Port Arthur.
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
